cd liquor business, but I am in fav 
or of a stale-controlled business, 
think the people would better un- 
derstand what you mean by a "mo 
nopoly" if they knew 
just 
how 


much liquor could be made frorr 
a bushel of meal or 
a 
hundred 


pounds of sugar. The following is 


, 
Information from old timers who 


M§knew of loquor before we had pro 


hibitlon: 
Two gallons can be made from 


a bushel of corn and four to five 
gallons from a hundred pounds of 
sugar: Just figure it in dollars and 
cents and take all taxes and sub- 
tract them from present prices — 
and find out how much a bushel of 
corn or a hundred pounds of sugar 
would be worth refined into liquor.

ever, if you are suggesting that 


we expand our state 
monopoly 


idea to include manufacturing as 
well as distribution I must respect- 
fully decline. 


The situation is not without irony. 


Reader Webb is probably thinking 
that if it is logical, as I have, 
to suggest that ibecause the state 
makes money out of taxing liquor 
it could make more money by sell- 
in« it, it would be still more profit- 
able to set up a distillery. 


But I refuse to be trapped and 


confounded. Let us say simply this: 
The State of Arkansas needs about 
10 million dollars more revenue 
than it now has, and we could raise 
it by seizing the existing private 
system of distributing liquor. 


I am not interested in the eco- 


nomics of liquor manufacturing, 
which, when you get away from the

As 
a result, the state board of edu- 
cation Monday ordered reductions 
in planned stale aid to local school 
districts. 


The Hope School situation is 
being studied at length by the 
local school' boa.rd und an an- 
nouncement is scheduled to be 
forthcoming soon. 
The board 
met last night but declined to 
comment on Action taken. 


Many districts .previously 
had 


said they would have to close their 
schools early this year unless they 
received more njpney — from the 
state or locally.

reopened Tuesday after $22,000 had 
been raised through public sub- 
scription. They are the Alma high 
school, Alma elementary

vehicle will suffer revocation of his driver's license and will be compelled to 
surrender the registration card and plates of the vehicle until proof of 
financial responsibility for future accidents is furnished. Similarly a driver 
against whom a judgment remains unsatisfied for thirty days will lose his 
drivers license and registration card and license plates until that judgment 
and any judgment for intervening accidents are satisfied and proof of finan- 
cial responsibility for future accidents is furnished. 


Proof of financial responsibility to respond in damages for- future 


accidents can be made only in one of three manners: (1) A policv of 
liability 'Durance, with minimum limits of $5,000 for one person injured or 
killed and $10,000 for injuries or deaths in any one accident and $1 000 
property damage, may be furnished; (2) a bond guaranteeing payment of

The provisions of this act cannot be avoided by sale of the automobile 


involved m the accident or by bankruptcy of the driver. 


A driver covered by liability insurance at the time of accident may 


continue to operate motor vehicles, regardless of conviction or judgment 
against him, by furnishing evidence of such applicable policy of insurance.
